THE T:WWB. 

! By the arrival of the glcnmer Panama, last 
night, wo have Knstern dates up lo the 4tli 
insl.,and Kiiropean inieiligcnou to the 25lh ull. 
There ia nothing peculiarly exciting from the 
war in Amerioa. Neither J«e nor Grant bnd 
oommehoKd to iidviince, the weather having 
becomo lolely so inclement. It is thought 
tha'. another fortnight will elapse beloro anj- 
decided inovomenl will bo made by eillior par- 
ly. The programme on Uio Southern side, ao- 
oordiog to rumor, is to march agaioat ihc 
North in two oolumas— ODa under Loa to 
enter Pensyirania, and the other to move on 
CiDoinnati. The difficulty that has hereto- 
fore existed of manning the navy ia about to 
cease. President Lincoln haa issued ordeit 
for the transfer of 10,000 men from the arm) 
to the navy, thus relieving the thirty-five 
vessels 0^ war wbiob have been kept fiani 
abtivb service, in consequence of the scaralty 
of seaniBn. The Nevajo war has ended by 
tho uiicoiuiilijiial surrender of the tribes to 
Genernl Carleton, Matainoras was to be at- 
tacked by the French ; in the meantime the 
Northern forces were to bo withdrt^wa from 
Brownsville and the Rio Grande. Some of 
tha members of Congress are very bitter 
against Sucrelnry Sowurd for liig non-cn- 
forcemeiit of llic iMomoo iloL'triim against the 
French, and intend bringing up n scries ol 
retoletions on the subject. 

Prom Europe we learn hostiliiies are still 
going on along the Danish frootict. Fredericka 
is invested by the allies. The siege ol 
Duppol was still proi,'re?,siii^'. Tho village 
and the Tonjeberg po.-iiiun were taken by 
the Prussians, afier considerable loss, but the 
fortiGoationa of the place still held oat. The 
number of Prussians it Is said ia four to one. 
The King of Sivuden has decreed an aa- 
thorizntion 10 employ the regular arm.y and 
navy in aid of Denmark if found necessary. 
1'he ciigiigflniont alluded to in a former is- 
sue, as likely lo have taken place off 
Stralsund, resulted in the return of tho Prus- 
sian ships nfler two hours' fighting. The 
PrussLms had in this iiislanco attacked the 
Danibh blockading stjuudrDn olf Grielswold. 
The London 7\mes had slated that an 
armislico has been cccepled by Austria, 
Prussia, and Denmark, and that the integrity 
ot the Danish moiarchy' under the present 
dynasty will be maintained. The ramois, 
however, on this subject are various. Tne 
most serious ono ia that it is Iho inlention of 
Austria and Trupsia to push on to Copen- 
hagen before they lis:eii to terms of peace. 
The steamer which ia at present on har way 
from San Francisco will bring us seven or 
eight days latei news, which, we have no 
donbl, will' contain something more deflnite 
OD European affairs. 

REVOHmOIT IN EUROPE. 

Since the days of the First Napoleon, 
despolio Europe lias never been in so groat 
a danger as now. ft Im not simply the pro- 
babilillesol war botwcon England and Qer- 
Diany, complicated hy tho ambitious designs 
of France, that are most to be dreaded. 
There are mote horrible things . than inter- 
national war, There are more deslructive 
ravages than Ihose which follow in Iho wake 
of two bdlligereiil counirics. The French 
Revolulion of l7bl) produced a thousand-fuld 
greater horrors than that vast ICuropean con- 
test which carried the torch of war into 
almost every portion of the continent. Be- 
volntion is the spectre which is at pres- 
ent thrown, by reflection, like Pepper's 
Ghost, on the political stugeol Europe. Lord 
Piilnierston sees it, ami recoils. Louis Na- 
poleon walche.i it with a ki:id of lireaJ nnd 
fascination. To Kassia it points to a free 
Poland, and a disruption of the power of the 
Czar. To Austria the relinquishment ol 
Yenetia, the liberation of Hungary, and ihe 
freedom of her 4,000,000 Polish subjects. 
To Prussia, the destruclion of a do.npotio 
monar-^liy. To every natioiiaiily in Europe, 
except England, it indicates a shaking of dyn- 
asties, and a|recoDStructioo of territories. 

There is something dreadful in this pros- 
pective view of general warl'aro thrnu;;liout 
Ihe European continent. When we look at 
the devanlalion wliieli has awept over the 
fairesi portioh of American territory, how can 
we picture lo ourselves the efleols of war in 
countries ten times as thickly settled, involv 
■ ing possibly the actual participation of mil- 
lions of the human lamily. As the great 
slave wrong on the niigliboriiig eontineni, 
howover,callid lor u bloody cxpiation.so those 
almost i(|nally nionientous iniquities on the 
other fide of ihc Allunlic deiniind a vast hu- 
man sacrifice. Good and evil ore so Inti" 
mately blended in the things of this world, 
that we can raix-ly id oi.iaiii ihe former 

without partiikiii;; 'if ilic laln r. Lilicrly is 
only to be rci'chi d ilironi,'!! ihc weary march 
over tho batlle-lield ; und the most glori'JUS 
destiny of man through human blood and 
heart-rending saoriQcea, It is useless to 
quarrel with those conditions, sinco we can- 
not hope to aliiT them ; and fo if Ihe present 
I'jUrO|ieiiii ilinieui;ii:s ru.Mill in kiiulling up 
those Kflviiluliiinary elements which for years 
hare been snioulderiiig inseoret, we can only 
hope tlial the loundatioo of a durable peace 
will be laid, and that tho Bacrifice, great as 
the occasion demands, will not be made in 
vain. 

'I'he p.isitioiii.f I'ranet' in Ihe coming staig- 
gle is perhaps the greatest source of anrioly 
at the present juncture. On a recent occa- 
sion, tlie half-brother ot the Emperor— the 
Duke de Morny — as President of the Cham- 
ber, gave uttoranca to sentiments that have 
startled every I'owor in Europe. After al- 
luding to the idea of a iinivcr?al warns being 
" grand and seducing," iM- do .\lorny said ; 

" Do we not all wish lo .see great naiional- 
ities reconstituted? 1 will suppose for a 
moment some hnn. member to have the power' 
merely hy raising his linger, to modify the 
chart of Europe— to restore Venetia to flaly, 
to withdraw the Lebuuou Christians from the 
Turkish yoke, to give lo the Holy Father u 
position woM hy of the head of the Human 
Caiholic religion, to deliver Borne to the Ho- 
ni.iiis and 10 leoall our troops, who arc, alter 
all foreigners to them — would any one of you 
hosiuie 10 do sol *' *• * Allow tne lo 
explain. To appeal lo natioiialilieH, to ro- 
eatuhli«h the indepi'ndeiicB of peoples, to 
throw lliily upon Ansliia, lo raise Hungary, 
lo reeunsiiuil.i I'c.laiid.idl ihcso lor ma policy 
that is nol deaoid ot grandeur : and i( a gun 
was fired in I'iuruiie against France, it is, pur- 
haps, tho very policy that 1 should recom- 
mend lo my cuuniiy nnd my Sovereign." 

Sontimeuls like thcsa at snob a crisis as 
the present ore enough to excite nncssiuess In 
tho minds of the peaceful statesmen of 
BoTope, Wars for '' idctta " have apparently 
not yet ceased. Grand conccptioiia are still 
the aim of tho Frenoli ruler. The idea of 
fighting for oppressed nationnlilies ia truly
